In  Honor  of  Presidents  Day  — 

Fifty  Years  Ago  at  PAS 


SUZANNE  AISENBERG,  CHAIR,  ARCHIVE  COMMITTEE 

On  May  28,  1965,  former  President  Dwight 
D.  Eisenhower  was  the  guest  of  honor  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  for  a  Friday  evening 
service  commemorating  the  twentieth  anniversary  of 
the  liberation  of  the  Nazi  concentration  camps  by  the 
Allied  forces.  At  the  end  of  WWII,  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
had  been  the  senior  Jewish  chaplain  in  the  European 
theater  of  operations  and  was  appointed  by  then  General 
Eisenhower  to  serve  as  his  first  advisor  on  Jewish  affairs. 

As  stated  in  the  May  1965  PAS  Bulletin: 

“As  a  result  of  the  decisions  made  by  General 
Eisenhower  during  the  fateful  months  of  1945,  tens  of 
thousands  of  Jews  were  restored  to  health  and  human 
dignity  and  given  a  fresh  opportunity  to  begin  life  anew 
in  other  lands.” 

“As  a  token  of  his  leadership  in  the  historic  work  of  the 
rescue,  rehabilitation  and  transportation  of  the  Jewish 
survivors  found  in  the  Nazi  concentration  camps,  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  will  present  to  General  Eisenhower 
a  Jerusalem  Bible  bound  in  silver  with  an  inscription 
upon  it  expressing  the  sentiments  of  the  occasion.”

Seeing  Ourselves  in  the  Other 

Albanian  Muslim  Rescuers 
During  the  Holocaust 
Photographs  by  Norman  Gershman 

J  anuary-  April 

When  post-World  War  II  Europe 
found  itself  devastated  by  the  loss 
of  its  Jewish  population,  Albania 
was  the  only  country  where  there 
were  more  Jewish  people  than  had 
lived  there  prior  to  the  Holocaust. 
Over  2,000  Jews  from  Albania, 
Greece,  Austria,  and  Italy  were 
hidden  in  the  homes  of  Albanian 
Muslim  families  throughout  the  War. 
Norman  Gershman,  an  American 
photographer  fascinated  by  these 
stories,  traveled  to  Albania  and 
Kosovo  to  chronicle  the  tales  of 
the  righteous  Albanians  and  their 
devotion  to  Besa,  an  Albanian  code 
of  honor  which  means  “to  keep  the 
promise.” 

Each  portrait  is  accompanied 
by  a  personal  statement  of  the 
individual’s  honorable  act.  Through 
subtle  portraiture,  Gershman 
communicates  the  honor,  faith,  and 
altruism  of  Albanian  rescuers  during 
the  Holocaust. 

As  the  world  grapples  with  today’s 
crises,  this  exhibition  invites  us  to 
find  inspiration  in  seeing  ourselves 
both  as  those  seeking  refuge  and  as 
those  who  have  the  power  to  grant  it.

From  the  Director

February  is  Jewish 

Disability  Awareness  & 
Inclusion  Month  (JDAIM). 
Designating  this  month  for 
attention  to  this  issue  does  not 
mean  that  this  is  the  only  time  of 
year  we  care  about  people  with 
disabilities.  Rather,  it  means  that  we  make  an  extra 
effort  this  month  to  bring  attention  and  awareness  to  all 
members  of  our  Jewish  community.  The  Torah  teaches 
us  lifnei  iver  lo  titen  mihshol,  do  not  put  a  stumbling 
block  before  the  blind.  (Leviticus  19:14).  Beyond  not 
placing  stumbling  blocks,  we  can  take  action  to  take 
away  impediments  and  to  give  people  access. 

During  Hanukkah,  we  placed  two  new  mezuzot  at  the 
entrance  to  the  main  sanctuary.  One  mezuzah  is  at  the 
standard  height  -  in  the  top  third  of  the  doorpost.  The 
second  mezuzah  is  lower,  where  a  child  or  a  person  in 
a  wheelchair  can  reach  it.  An  initiative  of  our  Inclusion 
Committee,  the  double  mezuzot  symbolize  our 


commitment  to  being  an  inclusive  community  at  the 
same  time  as  they  are  a  practical  means  of  inclusion. 

Our  Congregational  School  goal  is  for  our  learners  to 
Know,  Do,  Believe,  and  Belong.  JDAIM  emphasizes  the 
fourth  pillar:  belonging.  We  strive  to  create  a  Jewish 
environment  where  every  child  has  a  place  to  learn  and 
grow.  Our  Matan  program  -  matan  means  “gift”  in 
Hebrew  -  offers  both  self-contained  classes  for  children 
with  special  needs  as  well  as  options  for  these  children 
to  be  in  a  class  with  their  peers  with  the  right  support  to 
succeed. 

Our  tradition  also  teaches  that  regardless  of  our 
abilities,  we  are  each  made  b’tzelem  elohim,  in  the 
image  of  God.  Take  the  opportunity  during  Jewish 
Disability  Awareness  &  Inclusion  Month  to  think  about 
and  discuss  what  it  means  to  be  made  in  the  image  of 
God.  How  can  seeing  ourselves  and  others  as  made  in 
the  image  of  God  help  us  create  an  inclusive  and  caring 
PAS  community?
